VORTUAH is in cennectien with the assault en a federal agent 
wherein VORTUAH was cenvicted en a trial in U a S 0 District Ceurt, 
Springfield, Illineis, and was sentenced te serve ten years in the 
federal penitentiary , Leavenwerth, Kansas, en June 85, 1934 » 




VORTMAN was arrested by the V. S. Marshal, St. Louis, 
Missouri, February 84, 1864, for contempt of court charge. According 
to the St. Louis and East St. Louis area press, VORTMAN was called 
before a Federal Grand Jury investigating labor racketeering in the 
St. Louis area and at the Grand Jury VORTMAN refused to give the 
Grand Jury his address. As a result of this action, Judge MOORE 
ordered VORTMAN to jail and was held in contempt of court. According 
to the article VORTMAN refused to give his address, stating that his 
personal life and business was under investigation by the Internal 
Revenue and that he would not answer the question because the answer 
might incriminate him. As a result of this, VORTMAN remained in jail 
until April 6, 1954. The press rsported that while in jail, VORTMAN 
ordered special meals and paid for various meals and cigarettes and 
other luxuries for the prisoners in the city jail.

operating in St, Louis, and also has identified him as a member of 
the Mafia, 


In connection with VORTMAN* S association with the old 
CAPONE gangs 3 the press has frequently printed articles stating 
that a half sister of VORTUANone RUTH VIRGINIA VORTUAN, was allegedly 
arrested in Kennett 9 Missouri, in 1947 and charged with driving a 
stolen car across the state line, Miss VORTMAN, a Chicago resident, 
told authorities in Kennett that she borrowed the ear from RALPH 
CAPONE, a brother of AL CAPONE, to drive to the funeral of CARL 
SHELTON, who was murdered at Fairfield, Illinois, on October 28, 
and continued her trip to Missouri to visit friends, This woman 
allegedly explained that CARL SHELTON was her godfather, In 
further aligning VORTMAN with the CAPONE gang, the press has 
frequently reported that after MONROE n BLACZIE n ARMES was killed 
in gangland style December 13, 1944, that VORTMAN then took over 
as downstate Illinois lieutenant of the CAPONE gang, It is noted 
that ARMES was the one who was convicted with VORTMANin federal 
court at Springfield in 1934, VORTMAN in press accounts is further 
linked with the CAPONE gang as the result of the operation of the 
Trans-American News PublishingCompany in St* Clair County in 1946, 

This organisation allegedly attempted to muscle in on the Continental 
Press Service, which was operated by JAMES M, BAGEN of St, Louis and 
the Pioneer News Agency in St, Louis, headed by PAUL * BEV" BROWN 
and CLARENCE "GULLET” OWENS, The press reports the Continental .. 
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Press had a nationwide monopoly o® horse rate reaulta at this time 
and the Pioneer Ageney served the Sto Louie area with reeulte after 
obtaining them from Continental in Chicago 0 The Trdns-Amertean 
Agency alee beeame known as the Reliable News Ageney and in 1946, 
wae incorporated with CORDON FOSTER ae one of the incorporatore « 

The preaa has pointed out that by 1943* the Reliable Agency'had 
eplit the operators of Pioneer and apparently had a monopoly in the 
fteldc The press reports that in the late 1940s and 1950, this 
Pioneer-Reliable organisation were doing a handbook business of a 
million dollars per year„ It ie noted that most of the above in¬ 
formation was brought out during the course of the lefauver Committee

Referenced letter furnished all field offices with 
instructions concerning administration of the Top Hoodlum Program. 

All offices were instructed to forward photographs of top hoodlums 
to the New York Office. Since that time, the New York Office has 
been forwarding copies of photographs of top hoodlums. 

The purpose of this memorandum is to channelise photographs 
of top hoodlums submitted by the New York Office into the individual 
case files. The photographs will be detached from the New York 
airtel and filed in the individual case files under cover of a copy 
of this memorandum without indexing.
